Pruning is also practiced systematical- 
ly when tomatoes 
are grown in hot- 


houses. 
As a rule, the field culture of 


tomatoes 
is not sufficiently remunera- 


tive to make pruning profitable. 
Pro- 


fessor Munson found that pruning the 
plants after a part of the fruit had set 
Increased the yield more than one-third. 
This was under conditions of field cul- 
ture.
